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It is with regret that we find our­ 
selves here at the Herald having to 
join 
most of 
the 
other 
weekly 
newspapers across the state in 
raising the price of our newspapers. 
Beginning with this 
issue, 
the 
newsstand price of the Hamlin Herald 
will be 15 cents, tax included. The 
subscription rates will also be in­ 
creased but these will not go into 
effect until Sept. 15 in order that those 
who desire to, may renew at the old 
rates until that time. 
Like everyone else we find all of our 
costs continually going up and find 
that the only thing that we can do is 
pass some of these increases on in the 
form of higher newsstand prices and 
subscription rates. 
It would be impossible to guess just 
how much the cost of publication and 
mailing have gone up since this 
newspaper started selling for IO cents 
on the newsstand. 
Because of the inconvenience to our 
customers I have never felt like it 
would be wise to increase our price a 
penny or two at a time and have just 
put off any increase, no matter how 
justified until this time. With the sales 
tax going up and our papers selling on 
the newsstands for ll cents now, tax 
included, this seems like the time to 
round off the price at 15 cents, tax 
included. 
While the recent postal increases 
are a factor in the increase in sub­ 
scription prices, they are only a small 
factor. It is the cost of new equip­ 
ment. labor, newsprint and other 
costs that are the major factors. In 
the future the postal increases may be 
a major factor but at the present time 
it is only those papers going out of the 
area and out of the state that the 
postage becomes a factor. 
For the present it seems that it is 
only the weeklies and semi-weeklies 
that are going up to 15 cents but I 
suspect that within the year you will 
see all of the major dailies going up 
too. Years ago when papers started 
going up from 5 cents to IO cents, 
nearly all of weeklies went to IO cents 
before the dailies went up. 


With the Cowboys playing their first 
game last Friday and two-a-day 
workouts starting here Monday for 
our high school boys it seems summer 
must just about be over and football 
season here again. As I have said 
before I always view this time of 
the year with mixed em otions 
because, while I am ready for foot­ 
ball, I am not ready for summer to be 
over. 
And speaking of the Cowboys I am 
still wondering how they are going to 
come out with Duane Thomas. I 
suspect that now that Boston doesn’t 
want him they will have to try to trade 
him to someone else because I don’t 
see how he could ever do any good 
with Dallas. 
The one I feel sorry for in the ex­ 
change is Carl Garrett. He is the one 
Dallas traded for from Boston and the 
one that only got to workout with 
Dallas one day before being sent back 
to Boston when Thomas left the 
Patriot camp.

And What Have You

It is with regret that we find our­ 
selves here at the Herald having to 
join 
most 
of 
the 
other 
weekly 
newspapers across the state in 
raising the price of our newspapers. 
Beginning with this issue, 
the 
newsstand price of the Hamlin Herald 
will be 15 cents, tax included. The 
subscription rates will also be in­ 
creased but these will not go into 
effect until Sept. 15 in order that those 
who desire to, may renew at the old 
rates until that time. 
Like everyone else we find all of our 
costs continually going up and find 
that the only thing that we can do is 
pass some of these increases on in the 
form of higher newsstand prices and 
subscription rates. 
It would be impossible to guess just 
how much the cost of publication and 
mailing have gone up since this 
newspaper started selling for IO cents 
on the newsstand. 
Because of the inconvenience to our 
customers I have never felt like it 
would be wise to increase our price a 
penny or two at a time and have just 
put off any increase, no matter how 
justified until this time. With the sales 
tax going up and our papers selling on 
the newsstands for ll cents now, tax 
included, this seems like the time to 
round off the price at 15 cents, tax 
included. 
While the recent postal increases 
are a factor in the increase in sub­ 
scription prices, they are only a small 
factor. It is the cost of new equip­ 
ment, labor, newsprint and other 
costs that are the major factors. In 
the future the postal increases may be 
a major factor but at the present time 
it is only those papers going out of the 
area and out of the state that the 
postage becomes a factor. 
For the present it seems that it is 
only the weeklies and .semi-weeklies 
that are going up to 15 cents but I 
suspect that within the year you will 
see all of the major dailies going up 
too. Years ago when papers started 
going up from 5 cents to IO cents, 
nearly all of weeklies went to IO cents 
before the dailies went up. 


With the Cowboys playing their first 
game last Friday and two-a-day 
workouts starting here Monday for 
our high school boys it seems summer 
must just about be over and football 
season here again. As I have said 
before I always view this time of 
the year with mixed emotions 
because, while I am ready for foot­ 
ball, I am not ready for summer to be 
over. 
And speaking of the Cowboys I am 
still wondering how they are going to 
come out with Duane Thomas. I 
suspect that now that Boston doesn’t 
want him they will have to try to trade 
him to someone else because I don’t 
see how he could ever do any good 
with Dallas. 
The one I feel sorry for in the ex­ 
change is Carl Garrett. He is the one 
Dallas traded for from Boston and the 
one that only got to workout with 
Dallas one day before being sent back 
to Boston when Thomas left the 
Patriot camp. 
Garrett’s problem is that after 
working out with Dallas he made the 
mistake of making a statement about 
how good the Dallas line was and how 
Thomas would find it not so easy to 
run behind the Patriot line, For his 
sake, I hope none of the Patriot line 
can read.

Herald Newsstand 
Price Now 15t 


Beginning this week the 
newsstand price of The Hamlin 
Herald has been increased to 15 
cents, tax included, according 
to Bob Craig, publisher. The 
new price is 14 cents, plus one- 
cent tax. 
In making the announcement, 
Craig said th at increased 
production costs have made the 
increase necessary and that 
with the advent of the sales tax 
which had already made the tax 
included price ll cents it was 
felt that this was the time to 
make the change. 
Most weekly papers across 
the state are either already 15 
cents or soon will be, he added. 
Because of 
the 
increased 
production costs and mailing 
costs it is also necessary to 
increase the subscription rates 
for the Herald, the publisher 
said. “But in order to give our 
subscribers an opportunity to 


renew at the old rates the new 
subscription rates will not go 
into effect until Sept. 15” Craig 
said. 
Anyone who wants to renew 
now at the old rates will have 
their time extended from the 
date of their current expiration. 
The new subscription rates 
will be $5.00 a year in Jones and 
surrounding counties or $9.50 
for two years. Elsewhere in 
Texas the new rates will be $6.00 
for one year or $11.00 for two 
years. Outside of Texas the 
rates will be $8.00 for one year 
or $15.00 for two years. All rates 
are tax included. 
The current rates which will 
be in effect until Sept. 15 are 
$4.00 for one year in Jones and 
surrounding counties or $7.50 
for two years. Elsewhere the 
rates now in affect are $5.25 for 
one year or $9.98 for two years, 
tax included where applicable.

According to the snydicated 
co lu m n ists 
in 
all 
the 
new spapers I’ve gotten hold of 
lately, the big issue in the 1972 
Presidential election will be 
econ o m ics, 
a 
fairly 
safe 
prediction in view of the fact 
economy s has been the main 
issue in elections since elections 
were invented. 
In commenting on the current 
econom ic 
situation, 
one 
colu m n ist, a fte r citing the 
alarm in g ra te of inflation, 
u n e m p l o y m e n t , 
d e f i c i t - 
spending, etc., with the national 
budget overshot Dy 25 billion 
dollars, 
said 
“ something 
is 
wrong when the government’s 


chief financial officers can’t 
come within 8 or IO billion 
dollars of estimating how much 
the government will spend.” 
I don’t know anything about 
such matters a s the rate of

And so it goes. If it’s not one 
thing it’s another. Anybody with 
kids and appliances, like a 
government with 200 million 
citizens, is in for 12 months of 
unanticipatable expense. 
Maybe that columnist can sit 
down at the start of the year and 
tell you what’s going to happen 
to him in a financial sort of way, 
but me and Washington have 
never been able to figure it out. 
Which one of your presses is 
going to break down next?
